Attack At Summer Home.

of I'eiping. Mrs. Ingram and three 
grandchildren escaped harm. 


Returning to Peiping today with 


the body of. her husband Mrs. Ing- 
ram told International News Service 
the details of the ghastly night with 
bandits trooping through all the 
rooms of the cottage shooting and 
looting.

has been awarded the Maria L. Eastman Brooke Hall memorial scholar- 
ship, and for standing highest in her major subject, chemistry, she will 
receive the Charles H. Hinchman scholarship. After her graduation at 
Bryn Mawr next year she will enter the medical school of the University 
of Michigan. 


Her lather is Dr. Zoong Ing Ting, a leading physician of Shanghai, 


with whom she expects to practice after obtaining her degree of doctor 
of medicine. Her aunt is China's greatest woman physician and is the 
head of the Women's Hospital in Tientsin. 


Miss Ting is treasurer of the Bryn Mawr Athletic Club and was lasi 


year president of the International Club. She is five feet tall, weighs 93 
pounds, and is said to be one of the most popular girls in the college. 


She is one of many bright students from the 'Orient who have 


demonstrated their ability to equal or excel their Occidental college mates 
in scholarship, in spite of what would seem to be a serious linguistic 
handicap.

POLICE REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS 


The proposal to require criminals in Camden, N. J., to register with 


the police is an innovation that will excite widespread interest. Under 
the plan all person;;, whether residents or transients, who have been con- 
victed of crime wi'.hin the last ten years would be compelled to post 
their names, ac'.dre:;ses and aliases at police headquarters and submit to 
photographing and fingerprinting. The compulsion is for those con- 
victed of crimes, but not for misdemeanors. Such records do not con- 
cern those who have been convicted of prohibition violations. 


This experiment has been discussed for years, but there has been 


hesitation about trying it here, although it is a routine matter in Europe. 
In some countries everybody is required to register with the police. At a 
casual glance registration appears good, because it simplifies police work 
and does not impose hardship on law-abiding persons. But conditions 
are different in the United States. Under our organic law care has been 


• taken to protect the rights of the individual. 


The Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution provides that no 


person be deprived of life, liberty or property without clue process of 
law. Evidently the New Jersey authorities have decided that the new 
plan does not conflict with the preservation of individual rights. 


Some persons who wouH be heartily in favor of the registration o" 


criminals may still be fearful that this might be the first move toward 
the adoption of other European methods which might not be true to 
American traditions. 


JAPAN'S AMBITIONS 


That Japan is not inclined to retrace any recent steps in its for- 


eign policy is indicated by Prince Fumimaro Konoye, president of the Jap- 
anese house .of peeis, now on a visit in the United States. 


In an interview in New York, the prince outlined some of Japan's 


present aims as he sees them. Although emphasizing that he was not 
attempting to speak officially but only as-an individual Japanese citizen, 
his statement can be interpreted only as reflecting an official viewpoint. 


Japan will not return to the League of Nations, he said, "until the 


league changes its views on the Far Eastern situation." 


Defending Japan's action in Manchukuo, he justified this "not only 


on grounds of self-defense, but from the standpoint of what was neces- 
sary for the welfare of all the nations in the Far East." 


Further purposes of Japan were outlined as including freedom for 


Japanese to live in a:ay part of the world they choose, and unrestricted 
interchange of goods and commodities with all countries on the globe. 


It is evident, from the prince's views, that Japan is due to occupy 


a prominent position hi future discussions of peace and other interna- 
tional problems. Her aims, outside of her demand lor naval parity, are 
of a kind to come info conflict with recognized policies of other powers. 


"If world peace is to mean simply sticking to things as they are," 


the prince was quot:d as saying, "then the Japanese people are not sat- 
isfied; they are looking for the establishment of international justice." 


And it would seem that they want themselves to be the judge Df 


what constitutes international justice. 


In other worcs, Japan has formulated a definite program of ex- 


pansion irrespective of the interests of other nations, and is determined 
to see it carried out. 


Its course in China represents justice in the Japanese concep- 


tion, but the world has another word for it. And it may be that Tokyo 
•will find that it is much easier to formulate than to execute programs 
when these come into conflict with the interest of countries able to de- 
fend themselves.

WHAT DO TiOU DO WITH 


POWER 


One way to check up on yourself 


and determine the kind of human 
being you are—and most of us would 
like to know about that—is to ask a 
simple question and to try to answer 
it honestly. 


The question is: "How do you act 


when you have a little power given 
to you?" 


You may reply that you have no 


power and that very few people in 
this world have any power. 


But that is only partly true. All 


of us, at some time or other, manage 
to get hold of a little power. It may 
not last, it may not be very real, but 
we get it. ... 
We hire somebody 


to do a little job. Or, more usually, 
we become parents and acquire pow- 
er over children. Or we have power 
over animals. It's a rare person, in- 
deed, that doesn't have a scrap of 
power in his possession occasionally. 


And having power does something 
to people. 


Sometimes they grow. Sometimes 


they shrink. 
Sometimes it makes 


them small and arrogant. Sometimes 
it makes them large and understand- 
ing. It may increase their pettiness, 
or deepen their decency. Acquiring 
more power, they may feel a greater 
sense of responsibility to the world, 
or it may enlarge their personal self- 
ishness that grows as it feeds. Power 
may make a man a better human 
being or a much worse one, bring 
out the best in him, or strip a hid- 
den meanness bare for all to see. 


It's almost impossible to tell in 


advance what a little power wi^ do 
to a man. Even the man himself 
cannot say what he might become, 
given a little power. Because, even 
though we do live so intimately with 
our own selves, we do not know our- 
selves nearly as well as we think we 
do. We lie to ourselves naturally. 
We praise ourselves and even criti- 
cize ourselves more than we should. 
We are blind to certain sections of 
our personalities, just as we are 
blind to parts of other people. But 
we all have a fairly accurate idea of 
what we would do, how we would 
act, if we had power. At least we 
know whether we want power . or 
don't. 
Some men, a few, push it 


away from themselves. The others, 
most of us, want as much as' we can 
possibly scrape together. 


"So it's a fair question to ask, 


"How do you act when you have a 
little power?", . . . And the answer 
you give yourself should be a most 
revealing one.

Memorable Day*—Jane 15, 1215— 


John Plantagent, king of England, 
Lord of Ireland, Duke of Normandy 
and Aquitaine, and Count of Anjou, 
aged 49, signed against his will the 
Mngna Charta (Great Charter) at 
Runnymede, near Windsor, and laid 
the foundation stone of personal lib- 
erty and civil rights, the basis of 
the British constitution and the lor- 
mal beginning of modern constitu- 
tional government. 


The Magna Charta passed into 


American laws as a fundamental. 


It conferred upon parliament the 


sole right to make, repeal or alter 
laws and impose taxation; establish 
the principle of trial by jury and 
provided for protection of property 
rights by by due process of law, 


(For seven centuries the English 


took no steps to preserve the spot in 
the meadow by the.Thames where 
John granted the Great Charter.

CHINESE GIRL LEADS COLLEGE CLASS 


Considering Bryn Mawr's high rank among the women's colleges of 


the country, it is'rather surprising to learn that this year's brightest 
junior, at that institution is a Chinese girl, Miss Vung-Y-ain Ting. 


For attaining the highest scholastic record in her class Miss Ting 


has been awarded the Maria L. Eastman Brooke Hall memorial scholar- 
ship, and for standing highest in her major subject, chemistry, she will 
receive the Charles H. Hinchman scholarship. 
After her graduation at 


Bryn Mawr next year'she will enter the medical school of the University 
of Michigan. 


Her father is Dr. Zoong Ing Ting, a leading physician of Shanghai, 


•with whom she expects to practice after obtaining her degree of doctor 
of medicine. Her aunt is China's greatest woman physician and is the 
head of the Women's Hospital in Tientsin. 


Miss Ting is treasurer of the Bryn Mawr Athletic Club and was last 


year president of the International Club. She is five feet tall, weighs 93 
pounds, and is said to be one of the most popular girls in the college, 


She is one of many bright students from the 'Orient who have 


demonstrated their ability to equal or excel their Occidental college mates 
in scholarship, in spite of what would seem to be a serious linguistic 
handicap. 


WHAT DO YOU DO WITH 


POWER 


One way to check up on yourself 


and determine the kind of human 
being you are—and most of us would 
like to know about that—is to ask a 
simple question and to try to answer 
it honestly. 
The question is: "How do you act 


when you have a little power given 
to you?" 


You may reply that you have no 


power and that very few people in 
this world have any power. 


But that is only partly true. All 


of us, at some time or other, manage 
to get hold of a little power. It may 
not last, it may not be very real, but 
we get it. ... 
We hire somebody 


to do a little job. Or, more usually, 
we become parents and acquire pow- 
er over children. Or we have power 
over animals. It's a rare person, in- 
deed, that doesn't have a scrap of 
power in his possession occasionally. 


And having power does something 


to people. 


Sometimes they grow. Sometimes 


they shrink. Sometimes it makes 
them small and arrogant. Sometimes 
it makes them large and understand- 
ing. It may increase their pettiness, 
or deepen their decency. Acquiring 
more power, they may feel a greater 
sense of responsibility to the world, 
or it may enlarge their personal self- 
ishness that grows as it feeds. Power 
may make a man a better human 
being or a much worse one,' bring 
out the best in him, or strip a hid- 
den meanness bare for all to see. 


. 
It's almost impossible to tell in 


advance what a little power wiy do 
to a man. Even the man himself 
cannot say what he might become, 
given a little power. Because, even 
though we do live so ultimately with 
our own selves, we do not know our- 
selves nearly as well as we think we 
do. We lie to ourselves naturally. 
We praise ourselves and even criti- 
cize ourselves more than we should. 
We are blind to certain sections of 
our personalities, just as we are 
blind to parts of other people. But 
we all have a fairly accurate idea of 
what we would do, how we would 
act, if we had power. At least we 
know whether we want power. or 
don't. Some men, a few, push it 
away from themselves. The others, 
most of us, want as much as' we can 
possibly scrape, together. 


"So it's a fair question to ask, 
"How do you act when you have a 
little power?"/. . . And the answer 
you give yourself should be a most 
revealing one.

POLICE REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS 


The proposal to require criminals in Camden, N. J., to register with 


the police is an innovation that will excite widespread'interest. Under 
the plan all persons, whether residents or transients, who have been con- 
victed of crime within the last ten years would be compelled to post 
: their names, addresses and aliases at police headquarters a-nd submit to 
photographing and fingerprinting. 'The compulsion is for those con- 
victed of crimes, but not for misdemeanors. Such records do not con- 
cern those who have been convicted of prohibition violations. 


This experiment has been discussed for years, but there has been 


hesitation about trying it here, although it is a routine matter in Europe. 
In some countries everybody is required to register with the police. At a 
casual glance registration appears good, because it simplifies police work 
»nd does not impose hardship on law-abiding persons. But conditions 
are different in the United States. Under our organic law care has been 


• taken to protect the rights of the individual. 


The Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution provides that no 


person be deprived of life, liberty or property without due process of 
law. Evidently the New Jersey authorities have decided that the new 
plan does not conflict with the preservation of individual rights. 


Some persons who would be heartily in favor of the registration o* 


criminals may still be fearful that this might be the first move toward 
the adoption of other European methods which might not be true to 
American traditions. 


JAPAN'S AMBITIONS 


That Japan is not inclined to retrace any recent steps in its for- 


eign policy is indicated by Prince Fumimaro Konoye, president of the Jap- 
anese house-of peers, now on a visit in the United States. 


In an interview in New York, the prince outlined some of Japan's 


present aims as he sees them. Although emphasizing that he was not 
attempting to speak officially but only as- an individual Japanese citizen, 
his statement can be interpreted only as reflecting an official viewpoint. 


Japan will not return to the League of Nations, he said, "until the 


league changes its views on the Far Eastern situation." 


Defending Japan's action in Manchukuo, he justified this "not only 


on grounds of self-defense, but from the standpoint of what was neces- 
sary lor the welfare of all the nations in the Far East." 


Further purposes of Japan were outlined as including freedom for 


Japanese to live in any part of the world they choose, and unrestricted 
interchange of goods and commodities with all countries on the globe. 


It is evident, from the prince's views, that Japan is due to occupy 


* prominent position in future discussions of peace and other interna- 
tional problems.

"If world peace is to mean simply sticking to things as they are," 


the prince was quoted as saying, "then the Japanese people are not sat- 
isfied; they are looking for the establishment cf international justice."' 


And it would seem-that they want themselves to be the judge of 


what constitutes international justice. 


In other words, Japan has formulated a definite program of ex- 


pansion irrespective of the interests of other nations, and is determined 
to see it carried out. 


Its course in China represents justice in the Japanese concep- 


tion, but the world has another word for it. And it may be that Tokyo 
will find that it is much easier to formulate than to execute programs 
vhen these come into conflict with the interest of countries able to de- 
fend themselves.

POLICE REGISTRATION OF CRIMINALS 


The proposal to require crim inals in Camden, N. J., to register with 
the police is an innovation th at will excite widespread interest. 
Under 
the plan all persons, whether residents or transients, who have been con­ 
victed of crime within the last ten years would be compelled to post 
their names, addresses and aliases at police headquarters and submit to 
photographing and fingerprinting. The compulsion is for those con­ 
victed of crimes, but not for misdemeanors. 
Such records do not con­ 
cern those who have been convicted of prohibition violations. 
This experim ent has been discussed for years, but there has been 
hesitation about trying it here, although it is a routine m atter in Europe. 
In some countries everybody is required to register with the police. At a 
casual glance registration appears good, because it simplifies police work 
and does not impose hardship on law-abiding persons. 
B ut conditions 
are different in the United States. Under our organic law care has been 
taken to protect the rights of the individual. 
The Fourteenth Am endment to the Constitution provides th a t no 
person be deprived of life, liberty or property without due process of 
law. 
Evidently the New Jersey authorities have decided th at the new 
plan does not conflict with the preservation of individual rights. 
Some persons who would be heartily in favor of the registration o* 
crim inals m ay still be fearful th a t this m ight be the first move toward 
the adoption of other European m ethods which m ight not be true to 
Am erican traditions.

Jap an will not return to the League of Nations, he said, “until the 
league changes its views on the Far Eastern situation.” 
Defending Ja p an ’s action in M anchukuo, he justified this “not only 
on grounds of self-defense, but from the standpoint of w hat was neces­ 
sary for the welfare of all the nations in the F ar East.” 
F u rth er purposes of Japan were outlined as including freedom for 
Japanese to live in any part of the world they choose, and unrestricted 
interchange of goods and commodities with all countries on the globe. 
I t is evident, from the prince’s views, th a t Japan is due to occupy 
a prom inent position in future discussions of peace and other in tern a­ 
tional problems. 
Her aims, outside of her demand for naval parity, are 
of a kind to come into conflict with recognized policies of other powers. 
“If world peace is to m ean simply sticking to things as they are,” 
the prince was quoted as saying, “then the Japanese people are not sat­ 
isfied; they are looking for the establishm ent of international justice.” 
And it would seem th at they w ant themselves to be the judge af 
vi hat constitutes international justice. 
In other words, Japan has form ulated a definite program of ex­ 
pansion irrespective of the interests of other nations, and is determ ined 
to see it carried out. 
Its course in China represents justice in the Japanese concep­ 
tion, but the world has another word for it. 
And it may be th a t Tokyo 
will find th at it is m uch easier to form ulate th an to execute program* 
when these come Into conflict with the

WASHINGTON, June 15.—A flood 
of “hot” oil—oil produced in excess 
of state quotas—will sweep the coun­ 
try as the result of the action of the 
house interstate commerce commit­ 
tee in forestalling a vote on the ad­ 
m inistration’s oil production regula­ 
tory bill at this session of congress, 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes pre­ 
dicted today. 
A secondary result will be a sharp 
drop in prices, a condition officials 
said the industry is trying to escape 
and which the proposed bill was de­ 
signed to eliminate. Ickes said the 
committee has “created a very dan­ 
gerous situation” and has placed him, 
as federal oil administrator, in an al­ 
most hopeless task of trying to keep 
production 
within 
demands 
and 
thereby stabilize the long-depressed 
industry. 
Rainey Disapproves. 
President Roosevelt and Ickes have 
asked congress to enact the measure 
but Speaker Rainey said he will not 
permit Rep. Dishney (D) of Oklaho­ 
ma, author of the bill, to bring it to 
a vote in the house under suspen­ 
sion of the rules—the only way it 
can reach the house before adjourn­ 
ment. 
Rainey said this after the 
house committee refused to make a 
favorable report on the bill. 
Ickes wanted the measure’s au­ 
thority to stipulate production quotas 
to counteract the recent court action 
in favor of east Texas oil producers 
in defiance of the oil administration. 
No Protection. 
“As it is now we have no protec- 
tion at all,” Ickes charged. 
He cited a stay of court action 
granted the east Texas producers 
against a recent circuit court deci- 
sion which had upheld the oil ad­ 
ministration.

FARMERS BATTLE GRASSHOPPERS 


CAN'T FLOOD U. S. 


MARKETS IN MOVE

WASHINGTON. June 15.—Europe 


•will not be permitted to flood the 
United 
States 
with competitive 


goods in order to obtain cash with 
which to pay the ten billion dollars 
owed American taxpayers. 


This was made plain 
today in 


authoritative quarters, where it was 
said America's willingness to 
con- 
sider partial payment of the Euro- 
pean debts in goods and services 
does not mean this government in- 
tends to open American markets to 
foreign competitive goods in order 
that the debtors may accumulate a 
dollar balance here with which to 
make payments. 


That, it was pointed out, would 


be merely a back-door method of 
having American consumers give 
Europe the money with which to pay 
its debts to this country. 
The only payment in kind this 


country is likely to 
consider 
ac- 


cepting would be goods which are 
chiefly of a non-competitive nature 
and of which this country purchases 
a considerable quantity abroad, such 
as British rubber and tin, French 
perfumes and wines, and German 
dyes and chemicals. 
This government's action in. offer- 


ing to consider payment in "kind" 
proposals was not intended as an 
offer to reduce Europe's debts but 
rather to grant easier methods of 
payments if the debtors should show 
a disposition to abide by their ob- 
ligations, authoritative sources said. 
The offer was intended chiefly to 


overcome the difficulties 
of 
ex- 


change transfer so that the debtors 
could meet their obligations without 
making large transfer payments in 
cash. The debtors, especially Britain, 
have asserted the transfer of large 
sums of debts payments in 
cash 


from Europe to the United States at 
the present time would disrupt for- 
eign exchange markets and cause 
their own currencies to decline In 
relation to the dollar.

CAN’T FLOOD U. S.

said America s willingness to 
con­ 
sider partial payment of the Euro­ 
pean debts in goods and services 
does not mean this government in­ 
tends to open American markets to 
foreign competitive goods in order 
that the debtors may accumulate a 
dollar balance here with which to 
make payments. 
That, it was pointed out, would 
be merely a back-door method of 
having American 
consumers 
ghe 
Europe the money with which to pay 
its debts to this country. 
The only payment in kind tms 
country is likeiy to 
consider 
ac­ 
cepting would be goods which are 
chiefly of a non-competitive nature 
and of which this country purchases 
a considerable quantity abroad, such 
as British rubber and tin, Frencn 
perfumes and wines, and German 
dyes and chemicals. 
This government’s action in oner- 
ing to consider payment in “kind 
proposals was not intended as an 
offer to reduce Europe’s debts but 
rather to grant easier methods of 
payments if the debtors should show 
a disposition to abide by their ob­ 
ligations. authoritative sources said. 
The offer was intended chiefly to 
overcome the difficulties 
of 
change transfer so that the debtors 
could meet their obligations without 
making large transfer payments in 
cash. The debtors, especially Britain, 
have asserted the transfer of large 
sums of debts payments 
in 
cash 
from Europe to the United States at 
the present time would disrupt foi - 
eign exchange markets and cause 
their own currencies to decline in 
relation to the dollar.

CAN'T FLOOD U. S. 


MARKETS IN MOVE

WASHINGTON. June 15.—Europe 


will not be ptrmitted to flood the 
TJnited 
States 
with 
competitive 


goods in order to obtain cash with 
which to pay the ten billion dollars 
owed American taxpayers. 


This was made plain 
today in 
authoritative quarters, where it was 
said Americas willingness to con- 
sider partial payment of the E«ro- 
pean debts in goods and services 
does not mean this government in- 
tends to open American markets to 
foreign competitive goods in order 
that the debtors may accumulate a 
dollar balance here with which to 
make payments. 


That, it ws.s pointed out, would 
be merely a back-door method of 
having American consumers give 
Europe the money with which to pay 
its debts to this country. 


The only payment in kind this 


country is likely to consider ac- 
cepting would be goods which are 
chiefly of a non-competitive nature 
and of which this country purchases 
a considerable quantity abroad, such 
as British rubber and tin, French 
perfumes and wines, and German 
dyes and chemicals. 
This government's action in offer- 


ing to consider payment in "kind" 
proposals was not intended as an 
offer to reduce Europe's debts but 
rather to grant easier methods of 
payments if the debtors should show 
a disposition to abide by their ob- 
ligations, authoritative sources said. 


The offer -vas intended chiefly to 


overcome tlv: difficulties of 
ex- 


change transfer so that the debtors 
could meet their obligations without 
making large transfer payments in 
cash. The debtors, especially Britain, 
have asserted v.he transfer of large 
sums of debf.s payments in cash 
from Europe to the United States at 
the present uir.e would disrupt for- 
eign exchange markets and cause 
their own currencies to decline in 
relation to th-: dollar.

had oared for him since boyhood, 
had been "acting very funny lately" 
Charles Schrager, 38-year-old deaf- 
mute, hammered the

The victim of the barbaric at- 


tack, Miss Helen Schrager, died a 
few hours later in Misericordia hos- 
pital from the effects of seven deep 
wounds in her head. 


Mercy Slaying 


Police described the incident as a 
"mercy slaying". 


A few minutes after his sister was 


left in her bed, horribly bludgeoned, 
the deaf and dumb man walked 
into the bedroom of his brother, 
Nathan, tapped him on the should- 
er and handed him a penciled note, 
which said: 
; 


'I have noticed sister Helen act- 
ing very funny lately, and thought 
it best to put her out of the way." 


Nathan 
Schrager 
immediately 


summoned police, while his brother 
went into his own room, removed 
his blood-spattered 
pajamas and 
donned his street clothes. 


Answers Questions 


When police arrived, the deaf- 


mute readily admitted he 
had 


beaten his sister with a claw-ham- 
mer, authorities said. He answered 
all questions in writing on slips of 
paper. 


Later an interpreter, who knows 


the deaf and dumb sign language 
was called in and Schrager under- 
went a long grilling, giving his an- 
swers by means of hand manipu- 
lations.

ON IRON FRAME

ROME—A unique type of highway 


paving construction is now being ex- 
perimented with in Italy. The pav- 
ing is entirely dissimilar to that in 
any other part of the world. 


The foundation for the pavement 
consists of the usual layer of con- 
crete, varying in thickness according 
to the solidity of the soil upon 
which it is laid. The upper surface 
of the foundation layer Js levelled 
off to be perfectly smooth. Upon it 
s placed a solid pattern of cast-iron 
frames. Each of these frames is an 
equilateral triangle, with 30 centi- 
meter sides. 


Fitted Inside each triangle is an- 
other 'one, also equilateral, having 
sides 15 centimeters long, and placed 
n an inverted position so that each 
of the sides of the larger frame is 
>isected by the arigles of the smal- 
er. There are thus formed in each 
rame f our triangular compartments 
of equal size.

UNIQUE HIGHWAY 


IN ITALY BUILT 


ON IRON FRAME 


. (International News Service) 
ROME—A unique type of highway 


paving construction is now being ex- 
perimented with in Italy. The pav- 
ing is entirely dissimilar to that in 
any other part of the world. 


The foundation for the pavement 


consists of the usual layer of con- 
crete, varying in thickness according 
to the solidity of the soil upon 
which it is laid. The upper surface 
of the foundation layer is levelled 
off to be perfectly smooth. Upon it 
is placed a solid pattern of cast-iron 
frames. Each of these frames is an 
equilateral triangle, with 30 centi- 
meter sides. 


Fitted inside each triangle is an- 


other 'one, also equilateral, having 
sides 15 centimeters long, and placed 
In an inverted position so that each 
of the sides of the larger frame Is 
bisected by the angles of the smal- 
ler. There are thus formed in each 
frame four triangular compartments 
of equal size.

EMERGENCY CROPS CAN BE 


PLANTED FOR HAY 


Although hay prospects looked 


good in early spring, the dry weath- 
er has cut down seriously on the size 
of the crop in Lawrence county. 
Where red clover is fully headed out 
it 'will not grow much more, even if 
copious rains fall. Better quality 
hay will be secured by cutting clover 
in full bloom, and early cutting is 
the best way to promote a worth- 
while second crop. 


Where the shortage threatens to 


be serious, millet or Sudan grass 
may be sown as late as July 1 in an 
emergency. Success will, of course, 
depend on ample rainfall In the 
early stages of growth. Such crops 
ha.ve been sown in a wet summer, 
after harvesting an early hay crop. 
Some farmers may find it advan- 
tageous to sow soybeans, Sudan 
grass, or millet on the land pre,- 
pared for buckwheat. 
The millet 
and Sudan grass should receive sev- 
eral hundred pounds of complete 
fertilizer unless the land is fairly 
rich. 


Where hay is likely to be more 


urgently needed' than grain, the 
.oats, wheat, or rye may be cut for 
hay while still green. If cut in the 
milk stage, the hay is as good as 
timothy cut in bloom. 
Removing 


the small grain as hay may help, in 
a dry summer, to save the clover 
sown with it.

EGG CARE ESPECIALLY ESSEN- 


TIAL IN SUMMER 


Warm weather at this season 


makes it very difficult to maintain 
fine egg quality. Each poultryman 
should do everything in his power to 
market his eggs in the-best of con- 
dition. 
Heat is very destructive of egg 


quality. An egg is laid at body tem- 
perature, which for the hen is about 
106 degrees Fahrenheit. If the eggs 
are' left.in the nests for any length 
of time, and other birds sit on tfaem 
the animal heat will not .escape 
from the eggs. 


Do not allow broody hens to stay 
in the nest any longer than is ab- 
solutely necessary. Then, too, gath- 
er the eggs about three times daily 
during warm weather. 
A: good 


routine to follow, if it can be ar- 
ranged without conflicting too much 
with the other work, is to gather 
the eggs about 9:30 or 10:00 in the 
morning, against just after dinner, 
and. about the time the birds are 
fed at night. 


Wire baskets or wire pails are 


very 
satisfactory 
containers 
for 


gathering eggs. 
These containers 


should be strong enough to hold 
their shape when being carried filled 
with eggs; otherwise, some of the 
eggs will be broken. 


Remove the eggs to the cellar or 


wherever the eggs are held imme- 
diately after gathering. The ideal 
temperature for holding eggs is 
somewhere between 40 and 50 de- 
grees. 
A fairly high humidity is desir- 


able. 
This may be increased by 


sprinkling a little water on the floor 
or by dipping burlap bags in water 
and then hanging them on the wall 
near the eggs. 
. 


As soon as the eggs have cooled 


down to . room temperature, they 
Should be pecked. It is always] a 
good plan to have a few egg cases 
in the cellar's day or two in ad- 
vance. If the cases are very dry, 
they can absorb a little dampness 
from the cellar rather than from 
the eggs.

EMERGENCY CROPS CAN BE 
PLANTED FOR HAY 
Although hay prospects looked 
good in early spring, the dry weath­ 
er has cut down seriously on the size 
of the crop in Lawrence county. 
Where red clover is fully headed out 
it will not grow much more, even if 
copious rains fall. 
Better quality 
hay will be secured by cutting clover 
in full bloom, and early cutting Is 
the best way to promote a worth­ 
while second crop. 
Where the shortage threatens to 
be serious, millet or Sudan grass 
may be sown as late as July 1 in an 
emergency. Success will, of course, 
depend on ample rainfall in the 
early stages of growth. Such crops 
have been sown in a w’et summer, 
after harvesting an early hay crop.

EMERGENCY CROPS CAN BE 


PLANTED FOR HAY 


Although hay prospects looked 


good in early spring, the dry weath- 
er has cut down seriously on the size 
of the crop in Lawrence county. 
Where red clover is fully headed out 
it will not grow much more, even if 
copious rains f:..ll. 
Better quality 


hay will be secured by cutting clover 
in full bloom, and early cutting is 
the best way to promote a worth- 
while second crop. 


Where the shortage threatens to 


be serious, millet or Sudan grass 
may be sown as late as July 1 in an 
emergency. Success will, of course, 
depend on ample rainfall in the 
early stages of growth. Such crops 
ha.ve been sown in a wet summer, 
after harvesting an early hay crop. 
Some farmers may find it advan- 
tageous to sow soybeans, Sudan 
grass, or millet on the land pre- 
pared for buckwheat. 
The millet 


and Sudan grass should receive sev- 
eral hundred pounds of complete 
fertilizer unless the land is fairly 
rich. 


Where hay is likely to be more 


urgently needed than grain, the 
.oats, wheat, or rye may be cut for 
hay while still green. If cut in the 
milk stage, the hay is as good as 
timothy cut in bloom. 
Removing 


the small grain i.s hay may help, in 
a dry summer, to save the clover 
sown with it.

EGG CARE ESPECIALLY 
ESSEN- 


TIAL IN SUMMER 


Warm weather at this season 


makes it very difficult to maintain 
fine egg quality. Each poultryman 
should do everything in his power to 
market his eggs in the best of con- 
dition. 


Heat is very destructive of egg 


quality. An egg is laid at body tem- 
perature, which for the hen is about 
106 degrees Fahrenheit. If the eggs j 
are left in the nests for any length 
of time, and other birds sit on them 
the animal heat will not escape 
.from the eggs. 


Do not, allow broody hens to stay 


in the nest any longer than is ab- 
solutely necessary. Then, too, gath- 
er the eggs about three times daily 
during warm weather. 
A good 


routine to follow, if it can be ar- 
ranged without conflicting too much 
with the other work, is to gather 
the eggs about 9:30 or 10:00 in the 
morning, against just after dinner, 
and about the time the birds are 
fed at night. 


Wire baskets or wire pails are 


very 
satisfactory 
containers 
for 


gathering eggs. 
These containers 


should be strong enough to hold 
their shape when being carried filled 
with eggs; otherwise, some of the 
eggs will be broken. 


Bernove the eggs to the cellar or 


wherever the eggs are held imme- 
diately after gathering. The ideal 
temperature for holding eggs is 
somewhere between 40 and 50 de- 
grees. 


A fairly high humidity is desir- 


able. 
This may be increased by 


sprinkling a little water on the floor 
or by dipping burlap bags in water 
and then hanging them on the wall 
near the eggs. 


As soon as the eggs have cooled 


down to room temperature, they 
should be packed. It is always a 
good plan to have a few egg cases 
in the cellar a day or two in ad- 
vance. If the cases are very dry, 
they can absorb a little dampness 
from the cellar rather than from 
the eggs. The empty cases as well 
as the filled cases should be set on 
racks of 2 by 4 or 2 by 6 foot ma- 
terial. 


Market the eggs twice a week dur- 


ing the summer. Carry the eggs to 
market during the coolest part of 
the day and also protect them from 
the hot sun rays while they are in 
transit.

Salt is essential for growth and 


A salt blocte 
or salt box should be so located that 
the calves can have access to it 
whenever they wish. 


Many dairymen have found that 


calves often do better during the 
hot summer months if kept in a 
cool, well-ventilated- stable during 


some grain to young heifers while 
on pasture. Equal parts of corn and 
oats or barley and oats usually are 
sufficient. 
High protein feeds are 


not necessary since pasture usually 
contains enough protein for the ani- 
mal's needs. 
If pasture becomes 


quite short, some bran and a little 
linseed oil meal should be added to 
the home grains. Just enough grain 
should be fed daily to keep the 
calves growing normally. This will 
vary from 2 to 4 pounds daily, de-

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Ger- 


many's action in declaring a "mor- 
atorium"—regarded as a polite ex- 
pression for default—on all her for- 
eign indebtedness for six months is 
considered a serious matter by the 
administration. 
. Germany has somewhat over $1,- 
000,000,000 in bonds floating about 
in the American investment market, 
and the moratorium means that the 
luckless American holders thereof 
will get no interest for six months, 
and probably not for a long time to 
come. 


Despite the seriousness of the sit- 
uation, Washington nevertheless is 
managing to get a few cynical 
chuckles out of the situation when 
it contemplates the great indigna- 
tion and pained expressions going 
up on every side in London and 
Paris, and the threat of reprisals 
against Germany. 


' Big Powers Default. 


Great Britain and Prance, the 
heaviest creditors of hapless Ger- 
many, have just defaulted on their 
obligations to the United States 
treasury, due today. They have, in 
effect, served notice that the United 
States need expect no further pay- 
ments under the solemn treaties to 
pay which they signed in Washing- 
ton ten years ago. 


Now that the shoe is on the other 


loot, and they are on the receiving 
end of a default, there is great in- 
dignation in London and Paris, and 
plans are being laid to "retaliate." 
That is the reason why adminis- 
tration officials were inclined to 
cynical smiles today over the Ger- 
man "moratorium" even as they 
gravely pronounced it a serious mat- 
ter and studied what is to be done, 
if anything. 


Home To Roost. 


"The chickens have come home to 
roost," commented one high offi- 
cial who, of course, would not per- 
mit use of his name. 


A billion dollars in German obli- 
gations, held by American investors 
is, it is conceded, important money, 
but, it was pointed out, the ten bil- 
lions in French, British, Italian and 
other foreign obligations, now held 
In the U. S. treasury, is also import- 


ant money—ten times'as important 
to the American taxpayer. 


Just what the American govern- 


ment's attitude in the German de- 
velopment is to be remains to be 
seen. If there is a formal protest 
by Germany's creditors—as there 
most certainly will be—it is prob- 
able that the United States will join 
in it, merely for purpose of the 
record. The state department has 
already protested to America's de- 
faulting debtors, that is Prance 
Britain arid the rest, and in a 
technical sense, Germany now fails 
in that catagory. 
Dr. Tells How He 


Enlisted Youngest 


Recruit In Army

WILLIAMSPOBT, Pa., June 15.— 
The story of how he helped to "en- 
list" the youngest recruit ever to 
join the American Army in the his- 
tory of the United States is told by

BUCKET BEIGADE 


SAVES BIG TURKEYS 


ELLWOOD CITY, June 15—Hun- 
gry flames leveled to the ground 
the turkey farm of James Friday on 
the Ellwood-New Castle road about 
two miles from the 
city 
limits, 


shortly after 9 o'clock last night and 
consumed with.it 200 little turkeys. 


Two of the three brooding houses 
were completely demolished. The 
third was saved by a bucket brigade 
who moved it away from the two 
burning buildings and extinguished 
the flames before any serious dam- 
age was done. 


The fire had not been discovered 
until it had made considerable pro- 
gress. A bucket brigate was hurried- 
ly formed by the neighbors who 
worked desperately to check the 
flames, all to no avail. They bodily 
moved one brooder containing the 
larger turkeys, 
away from 
the 


flames. The other two were already 
smouldering and little could be 
done to save them. 


There had been no means there 
with which to combat a fire there- 
fore the local fire department was 
not summoned. The fire is believed 
to have been caused by a defective 
oil brooder lamp. The lamp adjuster 
is .believed to have become over- 
heated and melted the solder, caus- 
ing a leak. It would, therefore not 
take long to Ignite the straw and 
wood. 


Damage to the brooder houses was 
estimated at *400.

WASHINGTON, June 15—To- 
day was Europe's pay-day to the 
United States but Uncle Sam 
found only one debtor at the 
paying-teller's -window, 
little 
Finland 
For the rest it was a pay less pay- 


day. 
Great Britain, Prance, Italy 


Belgium, Poland and practically all 
the others joined in united default 
the acknowledged purpose of which 
•was to force this government into 
granting drastic reduction of the 11 
billion dollars owed American tax- 
payers. 


Huge Defaults. 


The United States was to receive 
less than one-tenth of one per cent 
on the $175,000,000 June 15 install- 
ments due, bringing the total amount 
on which Europe has defaulted to 
nearly half a billion dollars. 


None of the debtors took advan- 


tage of Secretary of State Hull's of- 
fer to consider payments in goods 
or services, an offer aimed at chal- 
lenging the sincerity of the debtors' 
claim 'that they .would meet their 
obligations if they could, but cash 
payment was impossible: 


Only one debtor, Czechoslovakia, 


mentioned the desirability of dis- 
cussing this method of payment. 


Finland was the only debtor from 


which notice had been received of 
intention to pay actual cash. A rep- j 


resentative of that little ' republic 
which has met in full all its obliga- 
tions without complaint, will hand 
over to the New. York Federal Re- 
serve bank a draft for $166,538, the 
amount due. 


Token Payers Also Default 


The intentions of only one coun- 
try were in doubt. That was Lithu- 
ania: It has not yet approached the 
paying-teller's 
window, but dis- 


patches from Kovno said it' intended 
to make a small partial payment. 
It made a "token" payment of $7,000 
on $105,474 due last December. Even 
if it repeated such a payment, the 
United States would still receive less 
than one-tenth of one per cent of 
the total amount due from the 
debtors. 


The former so-called "token" pay- 


ers who defaulted outright on today's 
payments were Great Britain, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, Rumania" and Lat- 
via. 
Their, notes . explained they 


took-this action because of the John- 
son act, closing the money-markets 
of the United States to all-the debt 
defaulting nations, including those 
who have sought to escape the pen- 
alties of dafault by djop-iri-the- 
bucket payments. 
However,, the 


"token" payments made by these 
five debtors last December, amount- 
ed to only about $8,600,000 on $152,- 
952,637 due. 
Prance, Belgium. Poland, Estonia 


and Hungary' defaulted outright for 
the fourth time.-

The United States was to receive 
less than one-tenth of one per cent 
on the $175,000,000 June 15 install­ 
ments due, bringing the total amount 
on which Europe has defaulted to 
nearly half a billion dollars.

WASHINGTON, June 15—To- 


day was Europe's pay-day to the 
United States but Uncle Sam 
found only one debtor at the 
paying-teller's, window, 
little 
Finland. 
For the rest it was a payless pay- 


day. Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Belgium, Poland and practically all 
the others joined in united default, 
fhe acknowledged purpose of which 
was to force this government into 
granting drastic reduction of the 11 
billion dollars owed American tax- 
payers. 


Huge Defaults. 


The United States was to receive 


less than one-tenth of one per cent 
on the $175.000,000 June 15 install- 
ments due, bringing the total amount 
on which Europe has defaulted to 
nearly half a billion dollars. 


None of the debtors took advan- 


tage of Secretary of State Hull's of- 
fer to consider payments in goods 
or services, an offer aimed at chal- 
lenging the sincerity of the debtors' 
claim 'that thc'y would meet their 
obligations if they could, but cash 
payment was impossible: 


Only one debtor, Czechoslovakia, 


mentioned the desirability of dis- 
cussing this method of payment. 


Finland was the only debtor from 


•which notice had been received of 
intention to pay actual cash. A rep- 


resentative of that little republic I 
which has met in full all its obliga- ! 
tions without complaint, will hand ! 
over to the New York Federal Re- i 
serve bank a draft for $166,538, the i 
amount due. 
• 


Token Payers Also Default. 


The intentions of only one coun- 


try were in doubt. That was Lithu- 
ania: It has not yet approached the 
paying-teller's 
window, 
but 
dis- 


patches from Kovno said it intended 
to make a small partial payment. 
It made a "token" payment of $7,000 
on $105,474 due last December. Even 
if it repeated such a payment, the 
United States would still receive less 
than one-tenth of, one per cent of 
the total amount due from the 
debtors. 


The former so-called "token" pay- 


ers v;ho defaulted outright on today's 
payments were Great Britain, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, Rumania and Lat- 
via. 
Their, notes . explained they 


took this action because of the John- 
son act, closing the money markets 
of the United States to all the debt 
defaulting nations, including those 
who have sought to escape the pen- 
alties of dafault by drop-in-the- 
bucket payments.

"token" payments made by these 
five debtors last December amount- 
ed to only about $8,600,000 on $152,- 
952,637 due.

was the statement of Dr. William 
Carpenter MacCarty of Rochester, 
Minn., that cancer might be wiped 
out in 30 or 50 years if present- 
known facts are properly and ex- 
tensively applied. 
Dr McCarty pointed out that 
though no specific cause for cancer 
has been discovered, its behavior is 
now quite thoroughly 
understood. 
The cancer problem today has been 
reduced, he said, to several distinct 


First, he urged education ol lay 


persons and practicing physicians in 
the recognition or diagnosis of the 
disease. 
Secondly, science has an accurate 
knowledge of cancer's statistical fre- 
quency and while "nothing can be 
done about the 100,000 or so persons 
who will die of the disease this year, 
the group to be considered is that 
which have cancers the size of a 
quarter and which is unconsciously 
waiting to die five, ten, or 15 years 
hence."

Game Commission Says 6408 


Animals Were Caught 


During1 The Season

HARRISBURG, June 15.—Penn- 


sylvania's first open season for bea- 
ver last spring, in which almost half 
the total population fell victims of 
steel traps, was an 
outstanding 


ecological and financial success, in 
the opinion of the state game com- 
mission. 


However, thinning out of the ani- 


mals did not come near wiping out 
the species, the commission asserted, 
explaining that the animals double 
their numbers annually. 


Two factors were cited by the 


commission to substantiate its be- 
lier the season ended a success. The 
total of 6,408 beavers killed made 
possible a more satisfactory control 
of the animals, thereby reducing to 
'a great extent the property dam- 
age they have been committing, and 
extra thousands of dollars were made 
available to trappers by the sale of 
pelts, the commission pointed out. 


Commission statistics showed that 


the skins brought an average price 
of $10 each, or more than 864,000 for 
the total kill. Most of the animals 
taken were well-furred and prices 
ranged from $5 for "kits" up to $18 
for the larger pelts. 


Beavers were trapped and killed 


in 50 of the 67 counties of the state, 
the commission reported. 
Potter 


county reported the largest kill, 1092, 
or more than one-sixth of the total. 


Other counties having large kills 


were:—Sullivan, 483; Centre, 358; 
Elk, 356; Warren, 336, and Cameron, 
327.Only one was taken in Beaver 
county. None were trapped in Al- 
legheny, 
Bedford, 
Berks, Bucks, 


Chester, 
Delaware, Erie, Forest, 


Greene, Lancaster, Lawrence. Mont- 
gomery, Northampton, Philadelphia, 
Sommerset, Washington or West- 
moreland counties. 
The largest beaver trapped weigh- 


ed 71 pounds and was caught on the 
Loyalsock Creek. Many tipped the 
scales from 60 to 65 pounds. Norm- 
ally, two-year-old beavers will weigh 
around 30 pounds; 
three-year-olds 


about 40, and adults from 50 to 65 
pounds, the commission said. 


It was believed there were few 


dams, if any, in which all the in- 
habitants were captured. Once dis- 
turbed., the animals instinctively be- 
came trap shy and found hiding 
places, showing little activity while 
the season was in progress, accord- 
ing to the'commission. 


A great majority of the kill was 


taken in the land of the soft-woods 
—the aspens and birches in the 
northern tier counties—the reports 
showed. 
Furriers contended they 


could determine by the color of the 
pelt in what part of the state the 
animal was caught. 


The commission expressed grati- 


tude at the manner in which the 
trappers adhered to the rules and 
regulations laid down for the special 
season.' Comparatively few prosecu- 
tions were reported. 
Twenty-five 


pelts were confiscated because they 
were taken illegally.

The 
total of 6,408 beavers killed made 
possible a more satisfactory control 
of the animals, thereby reducing to 
a great extent the property dam ­ 
age they have been committing, and 
extra thousands of dollars were made 
available to trappers by the sale of 
pelts, the commission pointed out.

The monster skull an^ jaws of a 
new type of triple-horned dinosaur,

Game Commission Says 6408 


Animals Were Caught 


During- The Season

HARRISBURG, June 15.—Penn- 


sylvania's first open season for bea- 
ver last spring, in which almost half 
the total population fell victims of 
steel 
traps, was an 
outstanding 


ecological and financial success, in 
the opinion of the state game com- 
mission. 


However, thinking out of the ani- 


mals did not ccme near u-iping out 
the species, the commission asserted, 
explaining that the animals double 
their numbers annually. 


Two factors were cited by the 


commission to substantiate its be- 
Her the season unded a success. The 
total of 6,408 reavers killed made 
possible a more satisfactory control 
of the animals, thereby reducing to 
'a great extent the property dam- 
age they have txien committing, and 
extra thousands of dollars were made 
available to trappers by the sale of 
pelts, the commission pointed out. 


Commission statistics showed that 


the skins brought an average price 
of $10 each, or more than $64,000 for 
the total kill. Most of the animals 
taken were well-furred and prices 
ranged from $5 for "kits" up to $18 
for the larger pelts. 


Beavers were trapped and killed 


in 50 of the 67 counties of the state, 
the 
commission reported. 
Potter 


county reported the largest kill, 1092, 
or more than one-sixth of the total. 


Other counties having large kills 


were:—Sullivan, 483; Centre, 358; 
Elk, 356; Warren, 336, and Cameron, 
327. 


Only one was taken in Beaver 


county. None \vere trapped in Al- 
legheny, 
Bedford, 
Berks, Bucks, 


Chester, 
Delaware. 
Erie, Forest, 


Greene, Lancastsr, Lawrence. Mont- 
gomery, Northampton, Philadelphia, 
Sommerset, Washington or West- 
moreland counties. 


The largest beaver trapped weigh- 


ed 71 pounds and was caught on the 
Loyalsock Creek. Many tipped the 
scales from 60 to 65 pounds. Norm- 
ally, two-year-old beavers will weigh 
around 30 pounds; 
three-year-olds 


about 40, and adults from 50 to 65 
pounds, the commission said. 


It was believed there were few 


dams, if any, in which all the in- 
habitants were captured. Once dis- 
turbed,, the animals instinctively be- 
came trap shy and found hiding 
places, showing little activity while 
the season was in progress, accord- 
ing to the commission. 


A great majority of the kill was 


taken in the land of the soft-woods 
—the aspens and birches in the 
northern tier counties—the reports 
showed. 
Furriers contended they 


could determine by the color of the 
pelt in what part of the state the 
animal was caught. 


The commission expressed grati- 


tude at the manner in which the 
trappers adherer: to the rules and 
regulations laid down for the special 
season. Comparatively few prosecu- 
tions were reported. 
Twenty-five 


pelts were confiscated because they 
were taken illegally.

HARRISBURG, June 15.—What, 


no bears? Yes, no b'ars—at least 
none to shoot. 


An extensive survey of the num- 


ber of black bears in Pennsylvania, 
nearing completion by the game 
commission, indicates that a closed 
season will be ordered this fall on 
these animals. 


Field officers of the commission 


and many sportsmen frcm districts 
in which bear hunting is popular 
have become alarmed over the rapid 
decrease in the number of bruins in 
the state. The present survey shows 
that last season's ideal 
hunting 


weather brought death to 586 bears 
—nearly half the state's entire pop- 
ulation. 


Population Dwindling 


Sportsmen and conservation of- 


ficials fear that another active sea- 
son comparable to last year would 
virtually wipe out the bears in the 
state and render fruitless efforts 
which started in 1905 to protect this 
type of game. 


Indication today also pointed to a 


possible curtailment of the limit of 
rabbits hunters may kill In one day 
thi.1 fall. 
Reports from the field 


are that the state's cottontail popu- 
lation is dwindling and needs a year 
of protection to recoup its numbers. 
The commission, however, has not 
delved seriously into the rabbit sit- 
uation as yet.
